The worst blizzard in IO years blew 
over the central part of the United 
States today, death, misery and dam­ 
age riding on its wings. 
From the Mississippi river to the 
eastern seaboard, the storm 
snarled 
traffic, broke down wire comznitnlca- 
tion, marooned autoists, delayed traits- 
p o ta tio n and brought acute suffering 
to those whose coal and food supplies 
were low. 
Early reports to the United Press 
placed the death toll at about 20, with 
many com unltles snowbound and un­ 
heard from. 
Chicago appeared the hardest 
hit 
with IO deaths already recorded, 13 
inches of snow on the 
ground 
and 
more com ing down, and activity al-~; 
most at a standstill as workers strug­ 
gled through drifts to get to work 
hours late—many not at all. The fall 
was the heaviest since January, 1928, 
when 14.4 inches fell. 
The weather 
bureau expected a new record to bs 
established before night. 
Snow had 
been falling in Chicago for 36 hours. 
Farther west the storm 
appeared 
clearing. 
The sun came through the 
clouds for the first time in a week in 
some western districts and residents 
set about digging away the drifts. 
To the south the storm m anifested 
itself in an electrical outburst and a 
gale in Mississippi. Tem peratures in 
the old south were 
beldW 
fretting, 
where ordinarily the weather is mild. 
The blizzard, which came out of th* 
north yesterday, was at its height in 
Michigan and Indiana, with attendant 
results of hampered traffic and m inor 
accidents.
